HE-motion picture industry has suffered seriously in the 
estimation of self-respecting persons within the last year 


... and producers are being aroused to the necessity of do- 


ing something to overcome the antagonism which has been 
aroused by the indiscrete conduct of certain actors and actresses. 


Will H. Hays, -\vlio has been made the head of an important 


group of picture producers, has taken steps looking to reforms 
jn the industry, and already there seems to be an improvement 
-in the attitude of producers and actors towards the public. 
There' are indications of a sincere desire to bring about needed 
reforms. 


The. Famous Players-Lasky Corporation has initiated a 


movement Avhich should have a marked effect upon the charac- 
ter and conduct of persons engaged by that company in the 
production of motion pictures. The proposed reforms have all 
the marks of .being: practical in character. 


(Directors'in: the Paramount studios will be required to make 


weekly reports on. the health and conduct of each person en- 
gaged in the production of pictures, and these reports will be of 
the most minute and personal character. Failure to reach a cer- 
tain standard will make the offender liable to dismissal. 


'''Members of the Paramount stock company", one of the 


rules says, "should guard their health as their most precious as- 
set and avoid any -conduct or circumstances that will put their 
health in peril. Proper exercises, sufficient sleep, fresh 
air, 


proper dieT>—all these arc essential to good health. Avoid al- 
coholic stimulants and late hours." 


This is fine advice for persons not engaged in the produc- 


tion of motion pictures, you -will agree. If this rule and 
others 


adopted by the Paramount company arc -strictly 
enforced, 


there should 'be a marked improvement in the character of 
players and in the pictures which they are able to produce. No 
person *can be at his best and violate the regulations set forth 
in the Paramount program for betterment.

in the discovery that there still lives a member of that intrepid 
baud. His name is Ellis Cutling.'hc is 85 years old, and his home 
is in Cedar Rapids, la. 


It is doubtful if at any other period in history there has 


lived a man Avho saw stranger or more revolutionary changes 
occur in the world than this veteran of the Crimean" Avar has 
observed. In that struggle Great Britain, France and 
Turkey 


•«ere allied against Russia; 60 years later Russia, France and 
Great Britain Svere allied against Turkey. This is not. so extra- 
ordinary. History is replete with similar cases. They should 
make one cautious in predicting what intcrnations relation- 
ships may be even a few years ahead. Somewhat stranger arc 
the developments that have occurred in military science, where 
high explosives, poison gas, airplanes and tanks have revolution- 
ized warfare. 
Most interesting of all has been the passing of 


absolutism in government and the rise of democracy. 


Even if no survivor of Balaklava still lived .the charge of 


the Light Brigade -would not. soon be forgotten; for, apart from 
the fact that it has been immortalized by Tennyson, it stands out 
as one of those great, heroic exploits which the whole world loves 
to remember. 'Men of all nations can take pride in the courage 
of the dauntless "six hundred." They may well be held up as a 
model for soldiers the world over. "Theirs not to make reply, 
theirs not to reason why, theirs but, to do and die." They typify 
discipline—"the habit of instinctive and 
instantaneous obccli 


ence under any and all circumstances."
